GS.R. 106.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Consti¬ 
tution, the President hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Railway Servants 
(Discipline and Appeal) Rules, 1963, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway 
Servants (Discipline and Appeal) Amendment- 
Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette 

2. In the Railway Servants (Discipline and 
Appeal) Rules, 1968, in rule 9, in sub-rule (13) 
(1) for clause (a), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“(a) The railway servant may represent his 
case with the assistance of any other 
railway servant (including a railway 
servant on leave preparatory to retire¬ 
ment) working under the same Railway 
Administration, subject to whose juris¬ 
diction and control he is working. He 
can not engage a legal practitioner for 
the purpose, unless the Presenting Officer 
appointed by the disciplinary authority is 
a legal practitioner or the disciplinary 
authority having regard to the circum¬ 
stances of the case, so permits. If the 
railway servant is employed in the office 
of the Railway Board, its attached office 
or sub-ordinate office, he may present his 
case with the assistance of any other 
railway servant (including a railway 
servant on leave preparatory to retire¬ 
ment), employed in the Office of the 
Railway Board, attached Office or sub¬ 
ordinate office, as the case may be, in 
which he is working.” 

(2) For Note 1 below clause (b), the follow¬ 
ing ing Note shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Note 1 :—A non-Gazetter railway servant 
may take the assistance of an official of a Railway 
Trade Union, recognised by the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration under which the railway servant is em¬ 
ployed, to present his case before an inquiring 
authority but shall not engage a legal practitioner 
for the above purpose except in the circumstances 
brought out in clause (a). An official of a Railway 
Trade Union shall not be allowed to appear on 
behalf of an alleged delinquent railway official in 


connection with a disciplinary case pending against 
that official, to present his case favourably before 
an inquiring authority unless he has worked a r, such 
in a recognised Railway Trade Union for a period 
of at least one year continuously prior to his ap¬ 
pearance before an inquiring authority for the above 
purpose and subject to the condition that he takes 
no fees.”
